Drum, Whitings, Trouts, Herrings, Mul- 
lets, Rocks, Sturgeons, Shads, Sheepfheads, 
Place, Flounders, fmall Turtle, Crabs, Oi- 
fters, Mufcles, Cockles, Shrimps, &%¢. Such 
Fith that are common and not eattn, are 
Whales, Grampoifes, Porpoifes, Sharks, 
Dog-fith, Garb, Stingrays, Saw-fifh, Pid- 
ers, and Periwincles. — 

This Province is capable of containing 
above 60 times the Number of its prefent 
Inhabitants ; and there is no Place in the 
Continent of cAmerica, where People can 
tranfport themfelves to greater Advantage. 

Now as South Carolina far excels-the 0- south 
ther in Improvements and navigable Ri- Carolina, B= 
vers, I fhall confine my Difcourfe to that, i 
and acquaint you with its Produ, Trade, if 
Government, People, Laws; and laftly, with .

rifhin their Kind, every Seafon of the Year. —

Potatoes, all of them very good; Indian

Rofin, Tar and Pitch, are all produc’d 
from the Pine-Trees ; Rofin, by cutting 


Channels in the ftanding green Trees, that 


meet inthe Point at the Foot of the Tree, 


‘wherg 
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where:two or three fmall Pieces of Board 
are fitted to receive it. ‘The Channels are 
cut as high as one can reach with an Axe, 
and the Bark is peeled off from all thofe 
Parts of the Tree that are expos’d to the 
Sun, that the Heat of it may the more ea- _ 
fily force out the Turpentine, which fal- 
ling upon the Boards placed at the Root, 
is gathered and laid:in Heaps, which melt- 
ed in great Kettles, becomes Rofin. 

Tar is made thus: Firft they prepare: a 74. 
circular Floor of Clay, declining a little to- 
wards the Center, from which is laid a 
Pipe of Wood, whofe upper Part is even 
with the Floor, and reaches two Foot with- 
out the Circumference ; under this End the 
Barth is dug away, and Barrels placed’ to 

‘receive the Tar asit runs. Upon the Floor is 
builtupa-Jarge Pile of dry Pine- Wood, fplit 
in Pieces, and furrounded with a Wall of 
Earth, which covers it all over, only a lit- 
tle atthe Top, where the Fire ts firft kind- 
led. After the Fire begins to burn, they 
cover. that likewife with Earth, to. rhe End 
there may be no Flame, but only Heat 
fufficient to force the Tar downward into 
the Floor. They temper the Heat as they 
pleafe, by thrufting a Stick through. the 
Barth, and letting the Air in at as many Pla- 
ces as they fee convenient. |

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Befides the various Sorts of Food produ-

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our Provifions. ‘Befides the 22 Sail above- 

mentioned, there enter and clear annually 

at the Port of Charieffowz, about 60 Sailof 

Ships, Sloops, and Brigantines, all from 

fome Places of e4frica or eAmerica. 

From Yamaica, St. Thomas's, Curraffo, 
Barbadoes, and the Leward Ulands, we 
have Sugar, Rum, Molofles, Cotten, Cho- 
colate made up, Cocoa-Nuts, Negroes, and 
Money. In return whereof we fend Beef, 
Pork, Butter, Candles, Soap, Tallow, 
Myrtle-Wax Candles, Rice, fome Pitch 
and Tar, Cedar and Pine-Boards, Shin- 
gles, Hoop-Staves, and Heads for Barrels. 

From New -Exgland, New-Tork, and 
Penfilvania, we have Wheat-flower, Bisket, 
{trong Beer, Cyder, Salt-Fifh, Onions, Ap- 
plés, Hops; and return them tan’d Hides, 
{mall Deer-Skins, Gloves, Rice, Slaves, 3 
taken by the Indiaws in War, fome Tar _ 
and Pitch. 

From Madera and the Weftern Mlands, 
we have Wine; and in return, fupply them 
with Provifions, Staves, and Heads for Bar- 
rels, €8¢. Our Salt comes from the Bahama 
Iflands. : 

From Guinea, and other Parts of the 
Coaft of eAfricaz, are imported Negroe- 
Slaves: but the Ships that bring them being 
fent, with the Effects to purchate them from 
England, the Returns are fent thither. 

In vain would all the Advantages of Govern 
a fine Air, fruitful Soil, and good ‘Trade, pci 
Be to’us,’ if not encouraged to improve 

them 
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them by a good Government and Laws} 
Even your Mountains are preferable te 
Lombardy itfelf, if one muft there be fubje& 
to the Caprice and abfolute Pleafure of a 
French Intendent. But this Colony was 
founded upon the geherous Principles. of 
civil and religious Liberty, on which noble 
Foundation it hath been raifed to its prefent 
Height. And becaufe it isa receiv’d 
Maxim, That all Things profper beft by 
the Ufe of the fame Means, whereLy they 
were firft formed, the People have not 
been wanting to fecure thefe valtiable Pri- 
vileges, the Affemblies, from time to time, 
having pafs’d Laws to tranfniit thefe Blef- 
fings to Pofterity, as fully and largely as we 
enjoy them at prefent ; fo that the civil 
Rights of Englifbmen, together with a jutt, 
impartial, and intire Liberty of Confcience,. 
dre as firmly fecured to, the Inhabitants of 
this Province, as Aéts of the general Affem- 
bly can make them.

The known Laws among us are the 
Medfure and Bounds of Power. The 
higheft in Authority cannot legally opprefs 
or infult the meaneft. Fines, Imprifon- 
ments, Death, or other Punifhments, are 
not left to the arbitrary Decifions of the | 
Governors and Judges, but. are nicely and — 
particularly prefcribed by the Laws. Thofe 
who are intrufted with the Executive Part. 
of the Government, are obliged to know 
their Bounds ; fo far they may go and no 
further: It is not here as in thofe be 72 
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tries where Slavery is fixed, and ftrugling 
swith the Chains rivets them the fafter. 
But Liberty is fo well and legally efta- 
blifh’d, that whatever Mifmanagements 
may be occafion’d from thofe who have the 
Adminifttation, while a Senfe of Freedom 
‘remains, the -Vigour of . the Conftitution 
will throw off thefe politick Difeafes, and 
reftore the Publick to a State of Health, -
